Clinto n B. Fiske, of New Jersey, then to o k 
the flo o r to speak on the questio n o f adm it­ 
ting wo men as lay delegates. 
He declared that as wo men were made class 
leaders, preachers, and members o f quarter­ 
ly co nferences, they were entitled to seats in 
the co nference. 
Their cause was a ho ly o ne. 
Gen. Fiske co ntended th at there was no thing 
in the law o f the church which says a lay del­ 
egate shall no t be a wo man. It wo uld be rev­ 
o lutio nary to turn the wo men o ut by a vo te 
o f the general co nference, and the church 
co uld no t affo rd to exclude thegn. 
It was 
fo o lish to say that if wo men are elected men 
will be excluded, and if half the lay and cler­ 
ical delegatio n were wo men the bo dy m ight 
be a great deal better than it is. 
No lawyer 
wo uld deny the right o f the wo men to seats 
in the co nference, fo r the law o f the church 
entitled them to admissio n. 
“Are wo so 
co w ardly,” asked Gfen. Fiske, “that tve wo uld 
refuse to adm it wo men fo r fear she wo uld fill 
the place o f a man?” 
Rev. A. J. Kynetfc, o f upper Io wa, favo red 
the admissio n o f wo men, as did Rev. D. H. 
Mo o re, o f Co lo rado . 
The latter o ffered a 
substitute fo r all previo us pro po sitio ns o n 
the subject. 
It pro po sed th at during the 
mo nth o f Octo ber, 1800, a general electio n 
shall be held in each church, and th at all o f 
the members be called upo n to vo te either 
fo r o r against the admissio n o f wo men as lay 
delegates. 
The electio n shall be held under 
the directio n o f the preacher, and if it is de­ 
term ined by this vo te to adm it wo men the 
seco nd restrictio n rule shall be amended so as 
to read “men and wo men.” Sho uld the ma­ 
jo rity o f the church be in favo r o f the ad­ 
missio n o f wo men as lay delegates, then the 
general co nference in 3S9~ can co mplete the 
change. 
The substitute bo re the signatures 
o f David H. Mo o re. Benjamin St. Jo hn Frey, 
and W illiam Swindelie. 
The previo us questio n was mo ved o n this 
pro po sitio n and a vo te taken amid co nsidera­ 
ble excitement. 
W hen the anno uncement 
was made it was disco vered that the mo tio n 
was lo st. 
Tha vo te sto o d— 132 yeas, 187 
nays. 
There was so me mo re desulto ry discussio n

was heard on hoard. 
The phantom ship 
appe&red to be standing still, for they 
drew nearer and nearer to the gigantic 
object. 
The sails, instead of becoming 
more distinct as the ship approached the 
sides of the FJ ying Dutchman, appeared 
gradually to resolv e

If a policeman turns out a pro­ 
fessional beg g ar’s pocket there is one 
thing he is almost certain to find there— 
a piece of coal, which he carries for 
luck.—II ome J ournal.

There is so much thiev ery in Russia 
that all the principal cities hav e what is 
known as “ thiev es’ markets.'’ 
They are 
conducted openly, and little if any effort 
is made to trace an article which goes in 
that direction. 
Trav elers, in their exas­ 
peration, often declare that the authori­ 
ties. the thiev es and the v enders of stolen 
articles are banded together, and that the 
profits are div ided on a fixed scale. 
Be 
that as it may, there is more stealing in 
this than in any other country, unless 
probably Egypt is excepted. 
Here the thiev es’ market is two blocks 
deep, four long, and giv es commercial 
transactions to thousands of persons. The 
goods are carried in by the pillagers, 
burglars and footpads, sold to the shop 
kee|H*rs ojienlv , and no secret is made of 
the fact that tie* g<x» ds were stolen. The 
buildings are mostly of brick, located in 
a quarter remote from the most respecta­ 
ble portion of the city, and the shop 
keepers liv e in the second stories. 
The 
rooms are all filthy, cov ered with v ermin, 
tilled with nauseous odors, and the good.4 
are dusty. 
The lazy men and women 
sit in front of the entrances in the nar­ 
row streets, play chess# or cards, smoke 
and drink tea, and show a shocking tle- 
giv e of deprav ity. 
They are mostly 
Greeks, although many are Tartars, J ews 
and Egyptians. 
The J ews are suiti to Im* 
the most cleanly, honorable an« l intelli­ 
gent. 
The thiev es’ market flourishes most ou 
a « Sunday morning, although Sunday is 
not generally observ ed here, and street 
improv ements, building of ev ery charac­ 
ter and trade go forward. 
But many 
people take a holiday on « Sunday and 
spend it here. 
To this }>oint I wended 
my way one « Sunday morning, and saw 
a throng such as Fiv e Points, New York, 
would hav e liecn shocked at in her 
palmiest days. 
In a window 1 saw some 
tine old china ware, U*aring the priv ate 
mark of Alexander I, the crown and 
stai of the empire. 
Immediately the 
shopkeeper, a woman, informed me that 
the g« xxls were stolen from the winter 
palace; she knew it,because sh«* got them 
directly from the thief, and « she had 
handled his pro[*erty Indore, 
lu tin* center of each block is a hollow 
square, ulxmt 1*50 feet in diameter. These 
wen* filled with men, women and chil­ 
dren, hchind iinprov ist*d counters, selling 
or making almost ev erything. 
Second 
hand boots are the most popular goods, 
and scores of men and boys can be seen 
repairing them in the open air, while 
others go al » out selling them. The ground 
is bowldered and cov ered with sand and 
ileas. 
Pigeons and crows, both sacredly 
protected, hop about ev erywhere. 
The 
crows are dark gray, with little black 
coats. 
Great big Siberian bounds, muz­ 
zled, stalk about with the multitude and 
giv e zest to the scene. 
Train loads of old, iron, copper jund 


leather, hoops, cast off and new clothing, 
jewelry, wan lies, clocks and silv erware, 
furs, ev erything that furnishes houses, 
man, woman child and beast, in confu­ 
sion and profusion, just like a heap of 
stuff a burglar drops when hotly pur­ 
sued. 
It is said the thiev es linger here 
after disposing of their plunder, and 
often succeed in regaining the property 
when it is purchased, arai that goods are 
stolen and restulen a number of times in 
a single day or night. 
The scenes about 
Hie thiev es’ market here are duplicated 
in four or fiv e places in the empire. 
They are as old as the cities, and the 
markets hav ing liocorno fixed 
institu­ 
tions, no attempt is made to frustrate 
them. 
So helpless are the honest nativ es 
when rohU*d that they often seek witches 
to trace the direction of the stolen prop­ 
erty. 
The witch proceeds by peculiar 
means. 
« She summons all the neighbors 
whom she suspects, gets a pail of water, 
makes a little roll of* dotigli to represent 
each one present, and liegins in the pres­ 
ence of the party to drop the halls into 
the water, the theory being that when 
she names the thief they will all sink. 
Nine times out of ten the wi^ch forces a 
confession. 
It is a waste ‘of time to ap­ 
peal to the authorities. The superstitions 
of the i» copie are thus turned to adv ant­ 
age. 
They believ e it is far worse to be 
detected in crime than to make a free 
confession. 
In nearly ev ery bedroom 
I hav e occupied in the Russian Hostelries 
I hav e found a tiny shrine. 
» Some are 
ov er the doors, others high up in the cor­ 
ners next to the ceiling, while a few are 
stowed away on top of wardrolx? s. 
Thè 
presence of the shrine is not only a satis­ 
faction and a solace to the occupant of 
the room, should he he a Russian, but a 
irotection to the' landlord, for it has not 
been frequent that thefts are perpetrated 
in the presence of shrines. 
The thiev es 
fear shrines more than lawful retribu­ 
tion.—P. S. Heath in New York Mail 
mil Express.
